Senate Taking Over 


Stormy Wage Bill

WASHINGTON — One of the hottest legislative 


. ‘battles of this congressional session will reopen 
-|new setting this week when the Senate takes up the 


minimum wage bill. 


The debate will begin Wednes- 
day or Thursday and Senator 
Mike Mansfield of Montana, the 
majority leader, hopes to have the 
issue disposed of by the end of 
the week. The odds are against 
such unaccustomed dispatch, it is 
believed here. 


COMMITTEE BLESSINGS 


The Senate Labor and Public 
Welfare Committee is expected to 
approve Tuesday a bill that will 
generally embody the Kennedy 
administration’s proposal to raise 
the minimum wage by steps to 
$1.25 and to extend coverage to 
more than 4 million persons in the 
retail and service industries. 


At least one major attempt to 
amend the bill will be made by 
Senator Mike Monroney, Okla. In 
addition, Republicans are expected 
to offer a substitute for the ad- 
ministration measure. A number 
of lesser amendments also may be 
proposed. 


SUBSTITUTE MODEL 


The Republican substitute prob- 
ably will be patterned on the 
Kitchen-Ayres bill passed by the 
House on March 24, an action 
which handed President John F. 
Kennedy his only legislative de- 
feat to date. A coalition of South- 
ern Democrats and Republicans 
pushed the measure through, by 
186 to 185, as a substitute for the 
Kennedy bill. 


The Kitchen-Ayres_ substitute 
provides for an increase in the 
minimum wage to $1.15 and would 
extend coverage to about 1 million 
persons not now protected by 
wage and hour laws. 


Its major difference from the 
administration bill, however, and 
the provision most strenuously 
opposed by the Kennedy forces, 
is the formula through which it 
would extend coverage. Only those 
retail and service enterprises op- 
erating five or more units in two 
or more states need pay the mini- 
mum, with specified exceptions. 


The administration formula, 
which will be the cornerstone of 
the bill to be reported Tuesday

by the Senate committee, requires 
the minimum to be paid by all 
retail and service enterprises do- 
ing more than $1 million total 
business a year, again with speci- 
fied exemptions. 


The conservative coalition which 
succeeded in knocking this ‘‘dollar 
volume test” out of the House- 
passed bill contended that it would 
enable the administration, by 
lowering the $1 million figure in 
subsequent legislation, to extend 
the minimum wage to all busi- 
nesses, large and small.

Clash, U.N. Killing 


Regrets 


ELISABETHVILLE, Katanga (AP) — The Ka- 
tanga government expressed regret Sunday for Fri- 
day’s incidents at Kabalo, where a U.N. Ethiopian sol- 


dier was killed, and expressed hope cordial relations 


with the United Nations would not be affected. 


A government communique said 


about 30 members of the Katanga 
gendarmerie went by air Friday 
to Kabalo, a rail junction in north- 
ern Katanga, and were ‘“‘sur- 
prised” to see the airstrip occu- 
pied by about 300 U. N. Ethiopian 
troops, dug in and occupying all 
strategic points. 


The communique then gave this 
account of the day’s events: The 
Katanga gendarmerie took up de- 
fensive positions around the air- 
port and waited for further de- 
velopments because President 
Moise Tshombe had given instruc- 
tions that friendly relations with 
the United Nations must be con- 
tinued at all costs, and that the 
gendarmerie should—not—fire on 
U. N. troops except in defense. 


Katanga forces took over a 
bridge ‘‘in the interest of Katan- 
ga’s economy” and, in view of 
the airport incident, would not al- 
low U. N. Ethiopian troops near 


‘the bridge. 


Shots then were fired, without 
the possibility of determining who 
fired first. Three Ethiopians were 
wounded, one fatally, and three 
Katanga troops were wounded.

He announced his intention to 
nominate James K. Penfield, dep- 
uty assistant secretary of state 
for African affairs, as ambassa- 
dor to Iceland. 
He said he would assign Ed- 
ward J. Sparks, until recently 
U.S. ambassador to Venezuela, to 
the Uruguay post.

The Navy’s:«position on its nu- 
clear-fleet plans is contained in 
a new “treatise on nuclear pro- 
pulsion in surface ships’’ pre- 
pared at the direction of the Chief 
of Naval Operations, Adm. Ar- 
leigh A. Burke. A summary of 
the “position paper’ was _ sup- 
plied by the Navy in response 
to inquiries as to why its_ ship- 
building program for the coming 
year included no nuclear ships. 


READY FOR CONGRESS 


The statement was drafted in 
anticipation of congressional criti- 
cism over the slow pace at which 
the Navy is converting its surface 
fleet to nuclear power. 


in effect, the statement furnishes 
material to support any congres- 
sional move to increase the Navy 
budget so as to include some 
nuclear ships. The gist of the 
statement is to cite the many 
advantages of nuclear power, but 
at the same time to emphasize 
that with its present budget the 
Navy cannot afford nuclear ships.

The reason is that the man giv- 
en the best chance of appointment 
to head the new department, if 
it is created, is a Negro.

Kennedy also will send Con- 
gress a message on the federal 
regulatory agencies, be host to 
Chancellor Konrad Adenaeur of 
West Germany and throw out the 
first ball at the opening of the 
major league baseball season. 


The urban affairs department 
would be the eleventh in the Cab- 
inet, and the first new one since 
the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare was created in 
1935. 


The department would include 
functions now under various hous- 
ing agencies and perhaps some 
others. It would not start with any 
added powers, but the feeling is 
that it would give the nation’s 
fast-growing cities a more influ- 
ential voice in Washington.

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Overseas Strength 
Needs Beefing Up 


Announcement that the Army plans 
“to send thousands of additional combat 
‘troops to overseas “hotspot” areas is an 
acceptance of reality. It comes at a time 
when the danger of brush-fire wars is 
mushrooming in a number of such areas. 
Presence of highly-armed U.S. troops in 
_danger zones could serve as a deterrent. 
_ President Kennedy’s decision to beef 
up our conventional forces and to increase 
their mobility is in line with facts now 
apparent in Laos, Viet Nam, Berlin and 
other tense areas. The so-called “balance 
of terror’ in nuclear weapons did not 
‘prevent the Korean conflict, the partition 
,\of Viet Nam and the aggression in Laos. 
.It has not stopped Communist nibbling at 
‘free world real estate wherever oppor- 
, tunity beckoned. 

: With Laos still presenting a possibil- 
, ity of war, we are confronted with a new 
and perhaps more serious crisis in South 
Viet Nam. Terrorist activity in connec- 
ition with the election Sunday was more 
‘violent but such activity has been increas- 
‘ing for months. Communist guer- 
\rillas from North Viet Nam, growing in 
,mumbers and strength, undoubtedly in- 
, tend to take over the whole country. We 
,cannot let it happen. 

3 The President has ordered a speedup 
of military airlift capacity to create highly 
mobile forces ready to be moved any- 
where in the world on short notice. But 
‘until that capacity becomes adequate, 
‘troops on the spot in trouble zones are es- 
‘sential. 

There may yet be a Korean-type war 
.in Viet Nam or Laos. But if it is avoided, 
, we have seen demonstrated again the ne- 
cessity of strengthening our conventional 
forces to deter limited aggressions and if 


need be to fight to prevent them. This has 
been a major weakness of our defense 
‘planning in recent years.

‘Columbus Sets Pattern 
For Conquest of Polio 


| Results of the mass polio vaccination 
‘at Columbus could provide a needed spur 
‘for similar projects all over the nation. 
, The goal of 100 per cent community im- 
,munization is an idea worth adopting by 
every town, county and city and appar- 
ently is the only way the disease will be 
wiped out. 

This pilot project, spearheaded by a 
team of doctors and medical technicians 
from the U.S. Public Health Service's 
‘Communicable Disease Center in Atlanta, 
follows the disclosure that six years after 
discovery of Salk vaccine there are 85 mil- 
lion Americans who have not been vacci- 
nated. Children under five and young 
adults make up the largest groups in Co- 
lumbus who have not taken the shots— 
probably a pattern for the whole country. 
: It is incredible that parents of children 
and parents themselves would take such 
‘Chances when a preventive is at hand. Co- 
lumbus school authorities have made vac- 
cination a requirement for entrance, the 
least a community can do. But how is it 
possible to make taking the shots compul- 
sory for all? : 

The Columbus experiment is a highly 
commendable effort by the U.S. Public 
Health Service and a cooperating commu- 
nity. Atlanta and every other community 
in the land should take note.

Is Georgia a laggard in spending mon- 
ey for advertising its tourist attractions? 
Yes. 

’ Is Georgia alone in being a laggard? 
No. Consider this fact recently presented 
to the Tennessee Legislature: 

Money spent on travel promotion by 
the states of Georgia, Alabama, Kansas, 
Maryland, Nebraska, North Dakota, 


Rhode Island and West Virginia is less 
than that spent by a single tourist attrac- 
tion in the Chattanooga area.

Tax Equalization Pays 
Dividends at Gainesville 


Another vivid example of what tax 
equalization can accomplish: 

It increased Gainesville’s tax digest 
by more than 53 million dollars. Even 
with an estimated budget increase of 
$118,000, consideration is being given to a 


tax reduction by means of a substantial _ 


slice in the present rate of 34 mills. 

How much can be accomplished in a 
relatively short period of time is illus- 
trated by the fact that Gainesville began 
its equalization program this year. An 
earlier survey had shown property as- 
sessments ranging from 5 to 65 per cent 
of market value. 

It also is encouraging to note that 
Floyd County Commissioners have en- 
dorsed tax equalization. If its program 
produces results similar to those experi- 
enced elsewhere, the county will benefit 
tremendously by not only equalizing taxes 
but by placing on the digest property not 
currently listed. 

Meanwhile, the state should get on 
with the business of setting up a revolving 
fund, in keeping with the purpose of the 
Bolton bill passed at the recent legislative 
session, so that local governing bodies can 
borrow money to finance tax equalization 
programs. 

The sooner the seed money is made 
available, the earlier the harvest from it.

West Moves to Share 
Costs of Foreign Aid 


Progress toward coordinating aid to 
underdeveloped countries by the highly 
industrialized Western nations is encour- 
aging. Not only is the volume of aid be- 
ing expanded but its effectiveness is be- 
ing improved through cooperative effort. 

The Development Assistance Group, 
soon to become a part of the new Organi- 
zation for Economic Cooperation and De- 
velopment, now embraces the United 
States, Britain, Italy, France, Canada, 
Belgium, Holland, West Germany and 
Japan. Through this agency plans are be- 
ing made to determine the amount of 
respective contributions each country 
should make and how best the funds can 
be used. 

The United States, of course, has con- 
tributed the lion’s share of aid funds since 
World War II, including massive help to 
Western European nations impoverished 
by war. Now recovered, these nations are 
able and willing to contribute to the com- 
mon effort to combat Soviet economic 
penetration of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. 

Great Britain, for instance, is mak- 
ing a major contribution. Treasury Sec- 
retary Douglas Dillon recently. pointed 
out that Britain is now making a foreign 
aid effort roughly on a scale with our 
own. It will amount to almost a half bil- 
lion dollars this year. 

Pooling and coordinating the West’s 
efforts in line with economic capability of 
individual nations should provide maxi- 
mum results in “peaceful coexistence” 
competition.

Goldwater Crowds 
Nixon, Rockefeller 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Barry Goldwater of 
Arizona is beginning to crowd Richard Nixon 
just a little in the still very preliminary jockey- = 2 
ing for a still very distant prize, the 1964 Republican presidential 
nomination. As recently as two months ago any realistic estimate 
would have been about this: The nomination clearly seemed to lie 
in prospect between the former vice president and Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York, with Goldwater a most-remote third possi- 


bility. 

Today, there are accumulat- 
ing signs that Sen. Goldwater is 
moving up. His nomination is 
still highly unlikely—but not so 
unlikely as before. 

Nixon himself has sensed this 
shift in the scale of possibilities, 
however relative and slight a 
shift it may be. This is one of the 
reasons why his long silence on 
politics, unbroken since his har- 
row defeat last November: by 
President Kennedy, will shortly 
be ended. 

A major Nixon speaking swing 
has now been laid out to begin 
with a May 5 speech in the me- 
tropolis of Midwestern heartland 
Republicanism, Chicago. 

Nixon, moreover, has found 
himself under strong pressure to 
involve himself in the run-off 
campaign in Texas for the Sen- 
ate seat held by Lyndon Johnson 
before his elevation to the vice 
presidency. 

Goldwater in the first round of 
that campaign went into Texas 
with obvious helpfulness to the 
Republican contender, John G. 
Tower. 

Goldwater got good mileage 
out of his support of Tower in 
Texas. To him has come the most 
valuable form of credit that can 
come to a national politician. He 


has shown that he has the ca- 
pacity to influence many voters 
outside his own state. 

Too, it is observable here that 
Goldwater has been making gains 
generally, quite apart from his 
success in Texas. He is in un- 
matched demand as a college 
speaker. His offices are crowded 
with well-wishers. His autograph 
is most sought than that of any 
other senator, not excluding the 
party leaders. 

To be sure, a Republican con- 
vention which nominated him in 
1964 would have to reverse a 
long tide. Since Herbert Hoover 
in 1928 the party has always 
chosen a man less rather than 
more conservative than the par- 
ty’s common run. So much a 
switch remains greatly improb- 
able. It cannot be wholly dis- 
counted, however, for the sim- 
ple reason that Goldwater’s pure- 
ly personal appeal is demon- 
strably rising. 

However ‘‘wrong’’ he may be 
on issues—and this correspondent 
for one believes him impractical- 
ly and excessively conservative— 
he is increasingly and beyond 
doubt seen as a “‘right guy’’ per- 
sonally. This is no trifling asset 
in all the maneuvering for posi- 
tion in ‘64.

UNITED NATIONS—The United Nations is 
today at its most critical juncture—and Moscow 
' is throwing rocks on the track. The U.N. must 

either move ahead to prove that it can be an effective means to se- 


cure the stability and independence of the new nations. Or it is going 
to grind to an impotent stop when it is most needed. 


The crucial test is in the Con- 
go. There under the most adverse 
circumstances—a combination of 
disunity within the U.N. and dis- 
unity in the Congo—the U.N.’s 
ability to shelter the birth of a 
new nation is being tried under 
fire. 

If it can succeed in the Congo 
against such despairing odds, the 
U.N. will gain such strength and 
prestige as will enable it to do 
more of the same in other trou- 
ble spots. 

Not if the 
Soviet Union can prevent it and 
it is throwing up every possible 
roadblock. 

It is no accident that at the 
moment when the United Nations 
is beginning to demonstrate its 
greatest usefulness, Premier 
Khrushchev is stepping up his

Harris admitted that many 
people who'll see the mobile 
hanging in the lobby of the ter- 
minal won't realize its’s mean- 
ing—‘‘yet as far as I know, it’s 
the only large mobile with a 
theme.”’

“This mobile shows the cir- 
cular seal, and from the multi- 
colored flames fly three phoenx, 
each gaining speed as they fly 
into the future—symbolizing the 
progress of our great city,’’ Har- 
ris says. 


The mobile (pronounced like the 
tag-end of “automobile” or the 
Alabama city, Harris says) ful- 
fills two conditions laid down 
when the new airport terminal 
was still in the planning stage: 


The terminal architects wanted 
a mobile to fill the space in the 
lobby, and Mayor Hartsfield 
wanted the city’s unique seal in a 
prominent position in the terminal. 


Airports are notorious in that 
they are alike throughout the 
world, Harris observed. You can 
step off a plane in Zurich or Chi- 
cago and not tell the difference. 


“Every other airport has a globe 
in the lobby,’’ Harris commented. 


There’s one other airport termi- 
nal with a mobile — New York’s 
$30 million Terminal City. But the 
mobile there could be just as rep- 
resentative of the fish industry as 


-air travel as it is just a total 


abstract without a message. 


And for those who think 
messages should be left to West- 
ern Union, Harris said the mobile 
serves a useful purpose as a 
“pleasing space-filler like a 
chandelier.”’ 


“Very few chandeliers are put in 
for light,’’ he observed. ‘“They’re 
put in as points of interests.” 


And the Phoenix mobile should 
be a point of interest—and con- 
troversy—at the new terminal for 
some time to come.

WASHINGTON —Washington opens the major league base- 


ball season Monday, weather permitting, with a new president, a 


new owner, new ‘to Washington) players and a brand-new fran 
chise. Only the ball park is old and familiar. 


Rain, however, could mar the festivities. The forecasters said 
that showers which started Sunday afternoon would pour a half- 
inch of rain on the capital before leaving the area. Should the 
game be postponed the same schedule will be followed Tuesday 
at 1:30 p.m. EST. 


President Kennedy, at 43, only two years older than Chicago's 
starting pitcher, Early Wynn, will throw out the first ball. Dick 
Donovan, a $75,000 White Sox “reject,” will take up the heavy 
burden of trying to get the hurriedly-built Senators off on the right 
foot against the White Sox. 


The New Senators expect a sellout crowd of 27,419 at the Presi- 
dential Opener against Chicago. Antique Griffith Stadium to be 
replaced by another park next year, has been refurbished for the 
occasion. 


The appearance of the Senators, a day ahead of the 17 
other clubs in the ‘majors; will provide the first laboratory test 
run of the American League's new expansion program. Los Angeles, 
the other new team in the 10-club league, won’t open until Tues- 
day at Baltimore. 


Elsewhere on Tuesday's schedule, the new Minnesota Twins 
(old Washington Senators moved west) will play New York at the 
Yankee Stadium, Cleveland will be at Detroit and Kansas City at 
Boston. 


The National’s four-game opening program will find the World 
Champion Pittsburgh Pirates at San Francisco, St. Louis at 
Milwaukee, Chicago at Cincinnati for the Reds’ traditional home 
opener atid Philadelphia at Los Angeles for the only night game 
on the program. 


If the weather holds up across the nation, they expect about 
313,000 fans for the nine-game program over the two-day period 
with the largest crowd of 50,000 due at the Los Angeles Coliseum. 
Baltimore, whipped to new enthusiasm by the near-success of the 
1960 Orioles, counts on 45,000 for the opener with the Angels. The 
last home opener won’t be held until April 27- when the Angels 
finally get home at Wrigley Field to play Minnesota. 


Seven new managers and a host of promisifg rookies will 
make their first appearances. Al Dark at San Francisco and 
Vedie Himsl (temporary top-gun of a 9-man coaching staff) at 
Chicago are the new bosses in the National.

His plate is never overloaded, 
meals are at the same time 
every day, and he is never 
rushed.

P A RIS—(WNS)—News that 
Jacqueline Kennedy will accom- 
pany the American President to 
Paris has stirred a great debate 
on exactly how French she is.

SOME SAY YES 

Of those questions, 33 per cent 
agreed that the President’s wife 
seems “‘a little French,” 25 per 
cent said that she is not at all 
French, and 17 per cent thought 
that she is very French.

runs true to form. 


Honors bestowed upon 
“Broadway Melody’ (1928-29); 
“The Great Ziegfeld’’ (1936); 
“An American in Paris’’ (1951); 
and ‘“Gigi’’ (1958) refute the 
often expressed contention that 
musicals never win awards and 
the ‘Oscars’’ presented to 
James Cagney (‘‘Yankee Doo- 
die Dandy,” 1942) and Yul 
Brynner (‘‘The King and I,” 
1956) negate claims that per- 
formers in musicals are auto- 
matically eliminated from 
consideration. 


The fact that Westerns and 
mystery - suspense pictures, 
often said to be overlooked in 
the voting, have had their share 
of honors over the years proves 
that there are no set rules on 
which “Oscar” predictions can 
be based. 


A Western, “Cimarron,” was 
voted the best picture in the 
1930-31 competition, while no 
less than five actors have won 
awards for their performances 
in outdoor epics. They are 
Warner Baxter and Gary Coop- 
er, who were voted best actor 
for their work in “In Old Ari- 
zona” (1928-29) and “High 
Noon” (1952), respectively, and 
Themas Mitchell, Walter Bren- 
man and Anthony Quinn, who 
won supporting ‘“‘Oscars’’ for

caused in the upper atmosphere 
by an aircraft operating at or 
i'beyond the speed of sound. 
Such speed causes a shock or 
pressure wave to build up in. 


flowing by smoothly as at slow- 
er speeds, and it is that pres- 
sure wave that causes the ex- 
plosive boom, if it reaches the 
ground. 

There is usually no property 
damage since the atmospheric 


pressure increases from. the 
pressure wave only 1.5 to 2.8

tural damage. However, unus- 
ual conditions have been known 
to cause windows to shatter, 
pictures to fall, and old plaster 
to crack when the “boom” has 
rolled to earth under peculiar 
circumstances. There was one 
case where every window on 
Main Street in a western town 
shattered. 

Since high altitude normally; 
prevents the sonic boom from 
reaching the ground, our armed 
force flyers are instructed to 
fly above minimum altitudes, 
but when atmospheric condi- 
tions are abnormal the sound 
may still reach the ground. Also 
pilots are instructed not to fly 
above the speed of sound when 
training in the vicinity of large 
cities, but even with all known 
precautions you will still hear 
an occasional boom. 

But it wil] neveg do as much 
harm as the “boom” from a tire 
blowout or from the crash 
caused by poor brakes or a 
dangerous car, Let us provide 
the remedies, or car that should 
preclude your hearing that 
perhaps fatal “boom.”
